Wildner, the negro who murdered Mrs, 
I Barnwell near bore last Friday was 
burned at tho stake just this side of Red 
river, and all that is left is a little limp 
of ashes and a few charred boues which 
defied tho exterminating power of the 
mob-lit flames. 
Wild nos was caught in tho Indian 
Territory net far from tho river yester­ 
day morning. 
Fright and lack of food 
had deprived him of all strength, aud 
when tho men name upon him cowered 
in a field ho offered no resistance. 
Tho men who found him started back 
with him by way of Dexter. 
Nows of 
his capture seemed to be borne to the 
wind, for the three men became a dozen, 
then a score, then a hundred—and when 
thoy crossed the river it was a big, mad 
mob. 
It was the intention to bring the pris­ 
oner to Whitesboro, but the mob heard 
that a body of officers bad started to in- 
tcrcept them. 
Knowing that a fight 
would be inevitable—for the mob was I 
determined on its vengeance—it was 
deemed prudent to destroy the murderer 
at once and with aa little formality as 
possible.

2 1, — Abe 
Wildner, the negro who murdered Mrs. 
Caldwell near hero last Fiiday was 
burned at the stake just this side of Red 
river, and all that is left is a little heap 
of ashes and a few charred bones which 
defied the exterminating power of the 
mob-lit flames. 
Wildnes was caught in the Indian 
Territory not far from the river yester­ 
day morning. 
Fright and lack of food 
had deprived him of all strength, and 
when the men came upon him cowered 
in a field he offered no resistance. 
Tho mon who found him started back 
with him by way of Dexter. 
News of 
his capture seemed to be homo to the 
wind, for the three men became a dozen, 
then a score, then a hundred—and when 
they crossed the river it was a big, mad 
mob. 
It was tho intention to bring the pris­ 
oner to Whitesboro, but the mob beard 
that a body of officers had started to in­ 
tercept them. 
Knowing that a fight 
would he inevitable—for the mob was 
termined on its vengeance—it wa* 
deemed prudent to destroy the murderer 
at once aud with as little formality as 
possible. 
He was tied to a tree with chains and 
wires. 
Faggots and dry leaves were 
heaped about his body, sufficient to ig­ 
nite his flesh, and then tho match was 
applied. 
The story of the lynching is t >ld by 
Constable Davenport as follow'? 
"Myself and M. W. Witt arrested Abe 
Wildner on 
Mud 
Creek 
today 
a 
little before noon. 
We arrested him in 
a corn field, and afterward a mob of a 
hundred men gathered aud forced us to 
take the man out of the field. 
I told 
them I wanted to know* v! 
r , r n 
the man nuder arrest was guilty. 
"I warned him that anything he 
should tell might be used against him 
as evidence, aud asked him if he was 
guilty. 
He told me tho story as fol- 
ltw s: *1 murdered Mrs. Caldwell. 
I 
laid in wait until her husband left bom**, 
and went to the house. 
I tried to as-* I 
sault her and she was too strong for me, 
and I cut her throat. 
I went there for 
the purpose of assaulting her. ’ 
"That was all the negro would say, 
except to confess to other mischief that 
he had done iu Whites buro. 
He was 
very stoical, aud when the mob told him 
they were going to burn him, he said 
nothing. Thats was some talk of lynch­ 
ing in the Territory, but I got the pris­ 
oner in a wagon aud started for T.-xas 
with him. 
• After we crossed Red river and got 
across to Grayson county line the citi­ 
zens’ posse overpowered me and the 
other officers and took the prisoner from 
us ami burned him .” 
Governor Sayers ordered on tho state 
troops to protect tile negro, but he was 
burned before 
the scene 
could 
bo 
reached. 


A re Run O at o f Florce City 
Th eir B ou tel Burned. 
Pierce City, Mo., Aug. 21.—For 15 
hours yesterday this town of 8000 peo­ 
ple was in tho hands of a mob of armed 
whites determined to drive every negro 
from its precincts. 
The lynching Mon­ 
day night of Will Godlev, accused of 
the murder of Miss Gazelle Wild, and 
tho shooting of his grandfather, the 
mob yesterday cremated Pete Hampton, 
an aged negro, in his homo, sot torc 
til Ii *n« • cf flv<* bin"*'* and wit|MBc 
aid oi state militia rifles, stole) 
the local company’s arsenal, drr, 
negroes from the town, 
In the afternoon the excitement died 
down, the mob gradually dispersing. 
more from luck of negroes npou whicn 
to wreak their hatred than from any 
other canso. 
Many of the negroes who 
fled the city are hiding in the surround 
lag woods, while others have gouo 
greater distances in seeking safety. 
Every negro has left town except a 
few railway porters known to bt? re­ 
spectable, bat who must also leave. The 
citizens of Pierce City say that as ne­ 
groes have committed 
several such 
crimes in the last IO years none shall 
live there iu the future, the same feel­ 
ing already existing at Monette, four 
I miles east of Pierce City, and the end of 
the Frisco passenger division. 
It may 
be necessary for the road to change all 
porters iii Springfield hereafter. 
It is now believed that the negro will 
! Godley, who was lynched, was not tho 
, real culprit. 
A negro named Starks 
under arrest at Tnlsea, I. T., across the 
border from here tallies exactly with 
the description of the murderer. / He is 
held there awaiting identification Un­ 
less the man is brought back her^, if is 
believed there will beno further trouble. 
II returned here he will surely be lynch­ 
ed. 
Another suspect. Joe Lark, is now 
under arrest in Springfield, Mo. 
Eugene Barrett, also known as Car­ 
ter, in a confession with a rope around 
las neck accused Jon Lark, a Frisco rail­ 
road porter of being implicated in the 
crime and Lark was arrested at Spring­ 
field. 
Later Lark gave a detailed • ta to­ 
nic, ut as to his whereabouts Munday aud 
he is not believed to be guilty.
